continually. Once in a great while, an 
editor will receive a gracious and under- 
standing note even,from someone to 
whom he has returned an article.

of Abraham 


Here, for example! God, whose de- 
signs are hidden, says to his chosen son, 
“Abraham!” In the Bible, the initiative 
for any action belongs always to God. 
Man, that pretender to his own free will, 
will see the limits of his liberty in the 
word that constrains him. He who obeys 
voluntarily is then a predestined person. 

Confronting the call, whose meaning 
he did not know as yet, Abraham replied, 
“Here am I.” We have a presentiment 
already of the call. “Thou callest me, 
O God: I answer, ‘Present.’ I know 
nothing of thy hidden will, but I stam- 
mer, ‘Present.” From Abraham to 
Moses, from Moses to Samuel, from Sam- 
uel to Jesus Christ, those called by name 
of the Most High always reply, “Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God.” 

The command here was, “Take now 
thy son, thine only son, Isaac, whom 
thou lovest, and get thee into the land 
of Moriah; and offer him . . . upon one

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of the mountains which I will tell thee 
of.” 


Abraham means, “Father of a multi- 
tude.” God gave him no other name 
after his first election with its promise, 
“Thou shalt be the father of a multitude 
of nations. . . . Take then thy son, not 
thine adopted Ishmael, but:thy own and 
only son. Take him in whom is centered 
the whole fulfillment of the promise made 
previously.” 

Here enters into one’s thought a 
strange darkness. The contradiction is 
too flagrant. Just because he is the only 
son, and because a multitude is to come 
from his loins, is he not sheltered from 
the snare of death? All sense and all 
obvious logic are reversed. But God 
who reigns over souls defies the most 
logical reasonings. Man is never safe 
behind calculations, however sure. 
Earthly securities are unknown to the 
Eternal. He, He alone, is sovereign. 
Refuge is in Him only. This, Abraham 
must learn, if he retains any confidence 
at all in the flesh, 

But precisely when darkness had en- 
veloped the mind, the heart in its turn 
is put to flight. God continues: “Isaac 
whom thou lovest.” Cannot you under- 
stand what that means in the way of 
suffering for the protesting flesh? A 
word, the single word, “love,” awakens 
in “the father of a multitude” those feel- 
ings which in all places and at all times 
the fatherly heart experiences. In that 
name, “Isaac,” a miracle is recalled. The 
child received a name that should for- 
ever consecrate the incredulous laugh 
refuted by the almighty power of God. 
It proclaimed to all, “Behold the child 
of miracle.” 

The Scripture continues, “Abraham 
rose up early in the morning, and sad- 
dled his ass, and ... went unto the place 
of which God had told him.” 

The Bible ignores the tragedy here. 
At this point a master of psychology 
would have described the conflict. I can 
imagine the sentences in the course of 
which flesh and spirit, in victory and 
defeat by turns, would have made the 
spectator hold his breath until the final 
decision was made. But faith is not a 
spectacle. The Bible is not a setting for 
human plays. It is life in its greatness 
and its simplicity. The man rises at 
daybreak. He saddles his little ass. He 
splits wood before his door for the sac- 
rifice. When he has finished he goes. 
If you want to know what was happen- 
ing in his heart, look into your own, 
when God asks you on a bed of sickness, 
on a bed of agony, at a grave side, just 
simply to obey. 

Three days’ journey and Moriah looms 
up. The little company divides. Two 
remain at the mountain foot. Two alone 
climb the heights. Abraham, when giv- 
ing his orders to his attendants, said, 
*“T and the lad will go yonder and wor- 
ship.” It is the first time in Scripture 
that this word appears, and I cannot 
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refrain from remarking that to this wor- 
ship is bound the most complete sacri- 


fice, for there is no worship without 


sacrifice. I ask at times by what aber- 
ration our Christianity has forgotten 
this. Is it because we think that the 
sacrifice of Christ in its plenitude and 
its totality dispenses us from all other 
partial ones? Is it because that, as 
authentic sons of the Reformation, hav- 
ing repudiated all value to merit, we 
consider ourselves exempt from offer- 
ings that cost? Why have we thus falsi- 
fied the problem? Believe in the Scrip- 
ture! True adoration always implies an 
offering. 

Here is the true mystery of the true 
God’s religion. Tg love is to lose one’s 
self in Him, to consecrate all, to put all 
on the altar. -It is to build, stone by 
stone, as Abraham did, according to the 
days of our passing life, the altar for our

Conscience and Confession 


I was much interested in your arti- 
cle in “Notes on Open Letters” in 
regard to “Keeping the Right Balance 
in the Use of Money” [Sept. 4]. 
have been troubled in something the 
same way, so was helped by what 
you said. 


Perhaps you can help me in some- 
thing that troubles me. I have been 
+ in bondage jto an oversensitive con- 
science. It keeps me confessing things 
to people when no good is done by 
the confessing excepting to ease my 
conscience. need a basis from the 
Bible to go by. Someone cited to me 
Matthew 5:23, 24 and another, Mat- 
thew 18:15, 16. These passages both 
speak of someone knowing you have 
wronged them. But my problem is 
what to do about confessing to a per- 
son one feels he has wronged when 
they know nothing about it, can never 
know anything about it, and the result 
would be only sorrow and bad feel- 
ings. 

I never have run across any or very 
little that has been written on this 
subject. Am I the only one who has 
ever been troubled in this in i Or 
are these things just individual prob- 
lems and therefore mone, in the 
Bible to fit each case? n what 
bothers me now I feel I have not been 
true to a trust, but nothing can be 
righted by confession. I have con- 
fessed everything to God, but there is 
no peace because I have not confessed 
_ to these people, and arn not sure that I 
should. Sometimes I think I have con- 
fessed to other people more as a pun- 
ishment for my sin than with the 
thought of making things right. 

Can you help me? It is awful to 
live without peace in one’s heart when 
one has once known it. My health 
is being injured by the strain—An 
Indiana reader. 


“There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man: but God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempt-d above that ye are able; but 
will with the temptation also make a 
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way to escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it” (1 Cor. 10:13). “Beloved, think 
it not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you” (1 
Pet. 4:12). “... Knowing that the same 
afflictions are accomplished in your 
brethren that are in the world” (1 Pet. 
5:9). Let the Indiana reader take cour- 
age, and be assured that she.is not alone 
in her perplexity, and that God can help 
her through the Bible. There are doubt- 
less scores of others, perhaps hundreds, 
even among Times readers who have 
been troubled in just the same way. 
God has given us His Word to lead us 
through life, and it contains precedents, 
precepts, and principles to help us in 
every situation. 

Thé passages quoted by the Indiana 
reader are these: “Therefore if thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememberest that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; first be rec- 
onciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift” (Matt. 5:23, 24); 
“Moreover if thy brother shall trespass 
against thee, go and tell him his fault 
between thee and him alone: if he shall 
hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother” 
(Matt. 18:15, 16). The first is applicable 
to the reader’s problem, for it means that 
if we have offended someone else, we 
should make the matter right with him 
before coming to worship God. But the 
second passage is for our guidance when 
someone has injured us. Rather than 
talking about it to others, as is so often 
done, we should go directly to him and 
tell him how we feel. If he, too, desires 
to have a conscience void of offense, he 
will express regret and ask forgiveness. 

Several kinds of conscience are men- 
tioned ‘in Scripture. Among these are 
a “defiled” conscience (Titus 1:15); a 
“conscience seared with a hot iron” (1 
Tim. 4:2); “an evil conscience” (Heb. 
10:22); a “weak conscience” (1 Cor, 8: 
12); a purged conscience (Heb. 9:14); 
“a conscience void of offence toward 
God, and toward men” (Acts 24:16); a 
“good conscience” (Acts 23:1; 1 Tim. 1: 
5). Too many in the world today have 
evil and seared consciences, with no feel- 
ing for what is right or wrong, and im- 
pervious to the gentle pleadings of the 
Spirit of God. But when one is born 
again through faith in Christ, then the 
conscience is awakened, and as he grows 
in grace, he has an increasing desire to 
have at all times a good conscience, one 
void of offense toward God and men. 
Then the Devil, finding that his attempts 
to lead such a one into sin along the 
old lines often fail, will try another one 
of his multifarious devices. He will nag 


the believer, seek to destroy his peace 
of mind, discourage him, and keep him 
so busy with little things that he has 
neither time nor energy for the big, im- 
portant things in Christian service. This

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Hunger for the Bible in Europe 


A personal narrative of a recent two months’ trip 
through several countries 


months’ trip to Europe. Before tell- 

ing what I saw and heard, I want 
to say that the blessing of the Lord 
rested upon the trip in a very remark- 
able manner. Many were praying, and 
the Lord heard and answered prayer in 
a glorious way. 

The fate of Europe is hanging in the 
balance. On the one side there is grave 
peril; and, on the other hand, there is 
marvelous opportunity. 

After visiting England, Holland, and 
Switzerland, I endeavored to go into 
Germany. There were passport difficul- 
ties, but the Lord graciously answered 
prayer, and at last a visa for Germany 
was secured. Another striking answer 
to prayer was the valuable help given 
by the Rev. George Kinderman of Penn- 
sylvania, who is doing missionary and 
relief work in Europe. Mr. Kinderman 
makes his headquarters in Basel, Swit- 
zerland. He most kindly motored me 


I HAVE just returned from a two- 


here and there in Switzerland and then ¥ 


to Germany. His fine co-operation 
greatly increased the effectiveness of my 
visit to Europe. 

What scenes of desolation I witnessed 
in Germany! Hundreds of skeletons of 
deserted buildings are still standing. It 
was a precise fulfillment of God’s Word 
to Abraham long centuries ago: “I will 

. curse him that curseth thee.” Hit- 
ler oppressed the Jews, and the curse 
fell upon the land. 


Materials for Printing Now Available 


In Germany I found a great eagerness 
for the Word of God. There has been 
a famine of the Word, and the people 
receive it gladly. On the street in Stutt- 
gart I offered a German New Testament 
to a policeman if he would read it day 
by day. His face fairly shone as he 
agreed, and joyfully received the pre- 
cious Book. A waitress in a restaurant 
was so profuse in her thanks for a Ger- 
man New Testament that tears started 
in my eyes. At a hotel where I stayed 
only a couple of days, two hotel clerks, 
several waiters, two elevator boys, and 
three cooks gladly received and agreed 
to read German New Testaments. 

It was a miracle of the Lord’s good- 
ness that I arrived in Germany just 
when I did. Since the war it has been 
impossible to secure paper and binding 
material for printing New Testaments in 
that land. Less than two months before 
I reached Germany the new currency 
was introduced. Paper and binding 
material can now be procured right in 
Germany. The second day after I 
reached Germany I was able to give an 


There are many agencies today 
which are distributing Bibles, New 
Testaments, and Scripture portions 
in many languages in different parts 
of the world. But all of them put 
together are not able to satisfy the 
desire of the multitudes of disillu- 
sioned and destitute people who are 
eager to read the Word of God. For 
more than forty years Mr. Davis has 
traveled throughout the world giv- 
ing out New Testaments and win- 
ning men to Christ one by one. He 
now tells the story of another 
journey made only in July and 
August of this year. Mr: Davis 
is the director of the Million Tes- 
taments Campaigns, Inc., 1505 Race 
St., Philadelphia 2. This organ- 
ization has specialized in recent years 
. in the printing and distribution of 
the “Prophecy Edition of the New 
Testament,” with fulfilled prophecies 
set in bold type, and designed espe- 
cially for the Jews. 








order for printing 50,000 German New 
Testaments for Gentiles in Germany. 
They are. beginning work on the books 
at once and expect, God willing, to have 
them ready early in December. 

We hive already printed 60,000 Ger- 
man New Testaments in Sweden and 
had them shipped to Germany. They 
are now being distributed carefplly and 
prayerfully among the Jews in Germany 
and other European countries. Conse- 
crated workers are giving them out, and 
the Jews are receiving them gladly. One 
of those distributing the German Testa- 
ments writes: “I am a daughter of Is- 
rael. Formerly I was hostile to the Lord. 
But His love has conquered my heart. 
I trust He will help me to lead others 
into the light.” 

Just now there is a fine opportunity 
to give Yiddish New Testaments to Jews 
in the Displaced Persons’ Camps in Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy. In London 
I met Mr. H. L. Ellison, who had just 
returned from a six-weeks’ tour of these 
camps in Germany. Mr. Ellison said: 

“There are over a quarter of a million 
Jews in the Displaced Persons’ Camps 
in Germany, Austria, and Italy. The 
Jews in these camps are Poles, Rou- 
manians, Czechs, and so on. A Yid- 
dish New Testament is the one they 
would receive and read most readily. 
The Jews are book-hungry. I feel con- 
fident that 50,000 Yiddish Testaments 
could be distributed among the Jews in 
these camps in a short time. But the 
time is short, for the D. P. Camps will 
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be emptied as the State of Israel gets 
under way, and then the opportunity will 
be lost.” 

Please pray that the Testaments may 
be set up and printed just as quickly 
as possible; and that the Lord will pro- 
vide consecrated workers to give them 
out in the Displaced Persons’ Camps in 
Europe. 

I am glad to state that the Million 
Testaments Campaigns is providing great 
numbers of Polish New Testaments for 
Polish Jews and Gentiles both in Poland 
and in Germany. 

It was my privilege to attend the 
Youth for Christ World Congress at 
Beatenberg, Switzerland. It was held 
at the Bible school of that Spirit-filled 
woman, Frau Dr. Gertrud Wasserzug. 
God's Spirit was wondrously poured out. 
I received requests for thousands of 
French New Testaments from pastors 
and Christian workers from France who 
were attending the conference. We are 
arranging for the speedy publication and 
distribution of 30,000 French New Tes- 
taments, and we hope that great num- 
bers more may soon be ordered —for 
both Jews and Gentiles in France — 
as funds are provided. 


Blessings at the Youth Conference 


At the Youth Conference I had the 
privilege of meeting a Jewish young 
woman from Palestine with whom we 
had already had correspondence. Her 
family is one of the oldest and most in- 
fluential in Palestine. She is the sixth 
generation born there. This Jewish 
young woman named Sara spoke at the 
Youth Conference and told how she was 
saved. 

“We live in one of the Palestine 
colonies,” she said. “An American mis- 
sionary, Mrs. Gibson, came to our home 
and asked for a place to stay for a time, 
as she was not well. My mother, moved 
by an impulse of charity, said to her, 
‘My daughter is in school in Jerusalem, 
so you can stay with us until her vaca- 
tion.’ I came home for the week ends. 
Mrs. Gibson told me of the rejected 
Messiah. I did not believe at first, but 
gradually her words began to penetrate 
into my heart. Later Mrs. Gibson re- 
turned home to America on furlough. 
I became very ill with a tropical lung 
disease. For forty days I lay in a hos- 
pital hovering between life and death. 

“Finally I told the Lord that if He 
would heal me I would seek Him. God 
healed me completely in a wonderful 
way. I went.to Jerusalem to seek God. 
I went to the Mission house where” Mrs. 
Gibson worked. There I was converted. 
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The Lord did a wonderful work in my 
heart. He changed me completely and 
blessed me. Isn’t it wonderful to find 
the Messiah in the land of Israel where 
He lived and in the streets where He 
walked! Please pray for the Jews in 
Palestine.” 

After finding Christ, Sara returned to 
her home. For six months she tried to 
lead her people to the Lord, and for six 
months her people tried to lead her back 
into Judaism. Neither side succeeded. 
Then her people sent her to study at a 
university in Switzerland, as her stay 
in Palestine would bring reproach upon 
them. 

Sara told how she had received rich 
blessing at the Youth Conference. In 
closing, she blessed the audience in He- 
brew: “Borooch Elohim Tihiye Alechem” 
(“God’s blessing be with you”). 

Please continue to pray for the dis- 
tribution of our Hebrew New Testa- 
ments among the Jews in Palestine. 

It was also my privilege to attend the 
conference of the National Association 
of Evangelicals at Clarens near Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland. Far-reaching plans 
for the evangelization of Europe were 
arranged at this conference. One of the 
interesting men I met at the conference 
was a pastor who is working among the 
Jews in French-speaking Switzerland 
and in France. When he was saved he 
did not love the Jews. He read in the 
Bible about the deep love of Moses and 
of Paul for the Jews, and that we were 
to give the Gospel “to the Jew first.” 
He cried earnestly to God for such a 
love for the Chosen People. God an- 
swered his prayers, and he has a great 
zeal for the salvation of the Jews. 

During the recent war the pastor and 
his wife, who were then in France, took 
Jewish people into their home, and gave 
them food and shelter. They led a 
number of them to the Lord. The Nazis 
heard of their hospitality to the Jews. 
The pastor and his wife had to abandon 
their home and flee quickly into the 
woods. They almost starved. One week 
they had only about two meals. The 
pastor was finally captured by the Nazis. 
They were planning to shoot him. But 
his guard found a New Testament in 
his pocket, and when the Nazi officers 
were not looking the guard let him es- 
cape. The pastor now has a church in 
Switzerland, but spends much time visit- 
. ing Jéws in their homes. He loves the 
Jews greatly, and the Lord uses him to 
win them to Christ. He needs New Tes- 
taments, both in French and in Yiddish, 
for Jewish people. He says there are 
2,000 Jews in Lausanne; 20,000 in Geneva; 
and 300,000 in France, 

At the conference at Clarens I also 
heard of the tremendous need of the 
Word of God in Italy, and of the way 
in which Catholic priests are turning 
away from the Church of Rome. An 
Italian pastor who was attending the 
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N.A.E, conference, gave me these star- 
tling figures: 

“There are today 45,000,000 people in 
Italy, and of these 5,000,000 are eager 
to read the New Testament. The other 
40,000,000 Italians do not know anything 
about the Bible. There are 150 priests 
in and around Naples who are ready to 
leavé the Catholic Church just as soon 
as they can be supported by some Prot- 
estant organization. In my own church 
I have two ex-Catholic priests helping 
in our work. One of them was one of 
the most eloquent orators in the Cath- 
olic Church. I can use thousands of New 
Testaments in my own district. Italy 
is ripe for a great spiritual awakening.” 

We want to provide quickly tens of 
thousands of Italian New Testaments for 
the people of Italy. Please pray that 
funds for Italian Testaments may be 
provided, and that workers may be 
raised up to distribute the books. 

In Greece also there is today an op- 
portunity to spread the Word of God 
and to evangelize the people, such as has 
not been known in modern times. A 
strong committee in Greece is eager to 
distribute large numbers of New Testa- 
ments. Mr. Spiros Zodhiates, of the Amer- 
ican Committee for the Evangelization 
of the Greeks, gives this picture of the 
tremendous need of the Word of God in 
that land. He says: 

“Only the Word of God can save 
Greecé in this hour of crisis. The suffer- 
ing of the people is so great that it is 
almost indescribable. We want to place 
New Testaments as quickly as possible 
in the hands of prisoners, patients in 
hospitals, high school and university stu- 
dents, intellectuals, and the masses of the 
people. There are entire villages and 
communities in Greece where they have 
never seen a New Testament in modern 
Greek. And very few understand the 
ancient Greek. Right now is the time 
to give New Testaments to the Greek 
people! Tomorrow may be too late! 
Let us act quickly !” 

Through the kind co-operation of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society we 
have been given permission to publish 
many thousands of New Testaments in 
modern Greek. The New Testament is 
being set up—in beautiful Greek type 
—right in New York City. We hope to 
have 50,000 of these Greek New Testa- 
ments ready in a few months. Mr. 
Zodhiates plans to go over to Greece to 
co-operate in the distribution of the New 
Testaments. Please pray earnestly for 
the blessing of God upon the production 
and distribution of these Greek New 
Testaments. 

Here in America the Lord continues 
to bless the distribution of our Prophecy 
New Testaments among the Jews. Hun- 
dreds of volunteer workers are co-oper- 
ating splendidly in the prayerful pres- 
entation of our specially prepared New 
Testaments to Jews. A converted Jew- 
ess on the West Coast sends for large 
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numbers of New Testaments to give to 
Jewish people whom she visits in their 
homes seeking to win them to Christ. 


The need for material aid for Europe 
is still great, especially among the refu- 
gees and those in Displaced Persons’ 
Camps. We have received great num- 
bers of most touching letters of thanks 
from those who have received the food 
parcels, Many told how the parcels 
came at the time of desperate need in 
answer to their prayers. “Some wept 
for joy, and some burst into songs of 
praise” as they received the precious 
food packages. Let us continue to help 
the distressed persons in Europe mate- 
rially, as well as providing’ them with 
the life-giving Word of God. 


Material help for Christian Jews in 
Palestine is also needed. Mrs. Bernice 
Gibson has been holding the fort hero- 
ically in Jerusalem, caring for Jewish 
refugees at the Mission Home and bring- 
ing both material and spiritual help to 
suffering Hebrew Christians. The Lord 
led us to send her funds for the relief 
of her refugees before the siege of Jeru- 
salem some months ago. She wrote us 
telling of the great help it brought in 
that time of terror and famine. We 
have since sent her another sum of 
money for relief, and hope to send still 
more as may be required. 


God grant that we may not fail the 
people of Europe and Palestine in this 
hour of their distress and sorrow! Oh, 
that we might speedily provide hundreds 
of thousands of New Testaments for 
the people of Germany, Poland, France, 
Italy, Greece, and other countries! They 
are stretching out their hands to receive 
the life-giving Word of God. Shall we 
close our eyes, and stop our ears as 
they cry for help?

produces a spirit of fear, anxiety, and 
indecision. Then it is vital to remem- 
ber these words: “For God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear; but of power, 
and of love, and of a sound mind” (2 
Tim, 1:7). 

The practice of confessing to men is 
beset with dangers. It should be done 
only with certain guiding principles in 
mind. 

Confession to men is not necessary 
when a sin we have committed does 
no harm to anyone else and is only be- 
tween God and ourselves, “For there 
is one God, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus; who 
gave himself a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time” (1 Tim, 2:5, 6). 
The whole evil practice of confessing 
to priests in the Roman Catholic Church 
is a violation of this principle, and puts 
the priest in Christ’s place. When we 
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confess our sins to God, trusting in the 
cleansing blood of Christ, we have the 
assurance of His forgiveness. “If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and just 


*to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 


from all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 

Confession to another of sins that do 
not affect anyone else may sometimes 
help, but it should be done sparingly 
and with great care. A man who was 
for some time in a movement where con- 
fession of sins is a regular practice told 
the Editor that he had concluded that 
it was a dangerous thing, and that few 
people were qualified to hear such con- 
fessions. They should be made only 
under the guidance of God, to a close 
and trusted friend or relative, who is 
a yielded and wise Christian. 

If we have injured another, by word 
or act, and that person knows what has 
been done, then it is right to confess the 
wrong and ask forgiveness. If it: has 
involved others, then confession should 
be made to them also. This is undoubt- 
edly what is intended by this command: 
“Confess your faults one to another, and 
pray one for another, that ye may be 
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healed. The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much” (Jas. 
5:16). (Physical healing is also in view 
in the context here.) 

It is generally unwise to confess to 
another a wrong which is only in the 
realm of thought. It should, however, 
be confessed to God, and His forgiveness 
should be received by faith. 

Whether or not confession is necessary 
will sometimes depend on the nature 
of the wrong. If money or property has 
been stolen, even though no one knows 
anything about it, confession and resti- 
tution should be made. But if a sin has 
been committed, and the person wronged 
knows nothing of it, and no good can 
come of the confession, and no restitu- 
tion*can be made, then it would seem 
unwise to make such a confession, 

A Christian should indeed have a sen- 
sitive conscience, but he should’ not be 
brought into bondage along this line by 
the Devil. Persistent prayer and con- 
tinual meditation on the Word of God 
will bring the light that is needed in 
this difficult problem, and produce a 
wholesome and sane outlook on life. 


Choosing Books for Children 


Tests that Christian parents and teachers can 
use in guiding the reading of young folks 


ITHOUT question, John Wesley 

spoke truly when he said, “We 
are what we read.” He was speaking 
of adults, but how much more is the 
saying true of children. For a child’s 
future character is, to a large extent, 
made up of all he has heard and seen 
during his formative years. 


What heritage do we crave for that 
lively son and charming little daughter? 
Is it that precious gift of imagination? 
Then we have only to surround them 
with such tales of fact and fancy as will 
enkindle this sweet fire. Is it courage, 
adventure, achievement? There are 
volumes without number that present 
these qualities. Is it a positive Christian 
faith? Is it a God-consciousness that 
will produce love for the dear Father 
above, and at the same time instill a 
wholesome fear of disobeying His com- 
mandments? These last are not so easy 
to find. Where shall we look for them? 


Fortunate in this respect is the parent 
who is linked to a denomination alto- 
gether committed to evangelical teach- 
ing. For then his own publishing house 
will be' happy to supply a catalog of 
books for children and young people. 
These will not necessarily have been 
written by men of his Shibboleth, for 
there are writers serving all Christian 
bodies with bountiful acceptance. Such 
are Dr. Paul Hutchens, Sara Elizabeth 
Gosselink, Bertha B. Moore, and others,

But multitudes of earnest believers 
are unable to feel secure in regard to 
their own denominational publishers. 
What should these do? There is one 
answer — subscribe to sound periodicals 
that offer book review service. These 
journals take on no review editors who 
are religiously “red” or even “pink,” but 
only those ardently and forever com- 
mitted to the authority of the Holy 
Scriptures and all that such belief in- 
cludes. Reviewers may make mistakes 
—an occasional error may slip through 
—but they strive prayerfully to run a 
finetooth comb through every printed 
page entrusted to their care. If they 
note too many or too flagrant depart- 
ures from “the Way,” the review editors 
will head such books toward the edito- 
rial “morgue,” and no review is printed 
at all. But if the fault is incidental, 
the review will mention it so that you 
may choose, 


It may be you are one of those fortu- 
nate people who has leisure and pur- 
pose to read books yourself before pre- 
senting them to children. What standard 
should one use to judge? What defects 
should mean thumbs down? Here are 
a few: 


First, profanity, That some of the finest, 
historical and true-to-life tales in mod- 
ern literature should stoop to sully their 
pages with glaring oaths, and that merely 
in the interests of realism, is something 
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difficult to understand, but nonetheless 
true. In our book buying, let us draw 
the line here and make it black and 
heavy. 

It would seem superfluous to put alco- 
holic drinks in the list, for no true fol- 
lower of Christ could wish his child to 
pattern after men and women who in- 
dulged. But there are professedly Chris- 
tian library tables—and many of them 
—where magazines and newspapers 
flaunt liquor ads and allow their story 
characters to drink. To be consistent, 
the parent in such a home would feel 
little need for care in book choosing. 
How many of us need the Temple 
Cleanser with His holy anger! 

Cigarettes also must be shown on the 
debit side of the ledger. We know that 
some godly men and even a few great 
ministers have used tobacco. We know 
also of exceptionally fine stories in which 
the cigarette is the only objectionable 
feature. But if we want to take every 
precaution against encouraging this 
habit among our boys’ and girls, there 
is only one course to pursue. So let’s 
pursue it and leave out the tobacco- 
scented yarns. 

Then there are story folk who lie 
cheerfully, break the Sabbath constantly, 
and otherwise disport themselves after 
the manner of Israel in the days of the 
Judges. Some of these even seem to 
be religious and have a deal to say about 
God, faith, and prayer. But the Ten 
Commandments are still in the written 
Word, and how can we translate their 
meaning into everyday life unless we 
keep from our book shelves every op- 
posing force? 

Dancing, card-playing, and the movies 
form other taboos. Common as dirt 
are these things—and much more like 
dirt than many of us realize. And it 
can hardly be imagined that homes de- 
voted to the Lord Jesus would allow 
them in their book friends unless these 
friends become gloriously converted. 

Nor should there be any ‘place for the 
lurid, so-called “comic books” of the day. 
Is it strange that, as the radio informed 
us lately, a little six-year-old boy shot 
and killed his brother ‘t-cause this 
brother was lending to a friend a comic 
book which he had not yet read? The 
wonder is that there are not more mur- 
derers who get into practice while still 
babies and continue on through ‘high 
school, 

Not long ago the story was told of a 
bright laddie who went to hear his 
grandfather preach. 

“You preach just the right length, 
Grandpa,” declared the little fellow as 
they walked home together. 

“Oh, I do, do I?” replied the grand- 
parent, immensely pleased, and failing to 
notice what the child carried under his 
arm. 

“Yes, it took me just that long to read 
through three comic books.”

An English family of the finest type was 
led to take up residence in the city of 
Jerusalem, where the husband and father 
was a doctor. The story centers about 
the adventures of the young son and 
daughter, who all their youth had hoped 
some day to visit the land where the 
Lord Jesus lived His earthly life. The 
thrill of this fulfillment, however, be- 
comes modified by some of their experi- 
ences. Modern Palestine is filled with 


intrigue and mystery. The teen-age girl 
and boy are kidnaped and held for ran- 
som, but the kindness and true Chris- 
tian testimony of the family result in 
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rescue and in the conversion of one of 
the participants. An excellent feature 
woven into the story has to do with the 
value of the study of archaeology in cor- 
roboration of Scripture data.

Their 
training period ended, they were disap- 
pointed at being assigned to widely sep- 
arated fields— Alaska, Australia, and 
Brazil. As the story progresses, the 
reader sees the helicopter in many places 
of service, traveling on errands of mercy 
and helpfulness in a variety of circum- 
stances —rescuing a boy from a sand 
bar and an Eskimo from an ice floe, 
finding an injured man beside a crashed 
plane in the forest and taking him to 
safety, carrying food and medicine to 
inaccessible spots.

Five-Minute Stories from the Bible.

The Bible has always been an abundant 
source for story material. In the pres- 
ent volume, a young radio speaker has 
selected from his programs some thirty- 
five skillfully told stories from Bible 
scenes and incidents, fifteen from the 
Old Testament and twenty from the 
New. They are fresh, vivid, and well 
told, and true to the Scriptures. The 
book would be useful to ministers and 
teachers and workers with children and 
youth. It is also interesting and enjoy- 
able reading for boys and girls and their 
parents in the home. 


Tola, By Anabel Walker. (W. A. Wilde 
Co., Boston 16; $2.) Tola Leah, a young 
Israelite of attractive personality and 
great physique, was among the shep- 
herds that night when angels over the 
hills of Bethlehem brought the message, 
“Peace on earth and good will to men.” 
Then came that awful decree of Herod 
that all babies under two years were to 
be slain, and Tola’s twin baby sons were 
cruelly done away, leaving his greatly 
beloved and beautiful young wife Rachel 
a mental wreck. Tola’s life thereafter 
was embittered by hatred, and, without 
meaning to do so, he became a criminal 
and an outlaw. He was something of an 
apothecary and succeeded in making a 
wonderful perfume, which he afterward 
discovered was like that used in the wor- 
ship in the Tabernacle and which it 
was commanded should never be made 
for personal use. Misfortune dogged his 
He met Mary Magdalene and 
Nicodemus, but refused to meet or be- 
lieve in the Jesus of Nazareth. He sought 
only to kill his worst enemy, but they 
finally met for the last time, on either 
side of a cross on Calvary, where he 
heard the Saviour’s words, “‘To day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” 


Bittersweet. By Martha Barnhart

busy and happy home life. But a new, 
young minister came into the valley, 
and romance budded and blossomed, 
giving Lucy and Nathan a few happy 
months together. Then came the Civii 
War — for the story is laid in the eight- 
een-sixties— and the Rev. Nathan Roth 
enlisted as a chaplain, but never to re- 
turn. The story, which is based on fact, 
gives an excellent portrayal of home 
and social life of the period. When sor- 
row comes to Lucy, she yields for a

The answer was supposed to be very 
amusing, but one wonders what the 
Lord of Glory thought of it. 

Arguments in favor of thrillers are 
often bolstered with the statement that 
warnings that “crime does not pay” and 
retribution is meted out at the end is 
enough to equalize any harm which 
might have been done. But a yarn that 
is nine-tenths sin and one-tenth punish- 
ment is likely to leave the impression- 
able mind with the nine-tenths far more 
impressed upon it than the one-tenth. 

Something ought to be said about 
books starring young teen-agers who fly 
planes, shoot guns, capture criminals, 
and, in one breath-taking hour of reading, 
run such a gamut of thrills as make hair 
stand on end and blood pressures hit 
the ceiling. When these are well flavored 
with evangelical teaching, they may have 
a place in the child’s library, but only 
when nothing better is available. Per- 
haps some Christian writers are trying 
to compete with the radio and the 
movies, They will never win. And it is 
a question whether or not a few old 
favorites like “Heidi,” “Hans Brinker,” 
and “Swiss Family Robinson,” read and 
reread, are not better character builders 
than a bushel basket full of religious 
thrillers, each galloped through at one 
sitting and then thrown aside for an- 
other, 

One needs also to be on guard against 
doctrinal fallacies and wrong Scripture 
interpretations. There are children’s 
books that picture God as a kind person 
who loves everybody enough to over- 
look their straying from the straight- 
and-narrow. They speak of Christ Jesus 
as a “good man,” who started a new way 
of life and tried always to please His 
Heavenly Father. And they would even 
teach the child that not all Bible stories 
are true, but were written as parables to 
show how the peoples of earth developed 
through the ages. It is well to remember 
that arsenic administered drop by drop, 
has a definite effect on the human body. 
And spiritual arsenic is no less injurious 
to the human mind, 

Another sad fact is that, in our mod- 
ern schools, all sorts of reading material, 
under the name of “literature,” is stuffed 
down our children’s throats as reading 
requirements. Even when some mem- 
bers of the faculty are sincere believers, 
volumes reeking with filth seem to be 
required reading in the eleventh and 
twelfth grades. About ten years ago, 
“All Quiet on the Western Front” was 
in this category, and the writer knows 
of no reform having been staged mean- 
while. 

This gives yet one other reason why 
it is not only good sense but absolutely 
essential to put before our children a 
wholesome diet of biography, narrative, 
and fiction that will sow in their hearts 
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the seeds of reverence, contentment, 
gratitude, honesty, and sincere faith in 
the Saviour, and alongside of these, an 
abhorrence of evil that changes the wish 
into a purpose. 

If we as parents and teachers refuse 
this responsibility, there will come times, 
heart-tearing and dreadful, when the 
books our children read will speak so 
loudly that they will not hear what we 
say. Then—may God help us, 

Happy are they who still have young 
children under their care and can pore 
over evangelical catalogs and reviews 
until, starting with Bible alphabets and 
rhymes, and “First Steps for Little Feet,” 


such a family of book comrades will. 


grow up beside our youngsters as will 
anchor them to the Rock when the tides 
of iife sweep over. Surely the time 
draws near when they will need that 
anchor,

all, even if at times the mind and the 
heart waver. Adoration in its original 
sense (and in its eternal one) is total 
love in total sacrifice. 

But I note one phrase in the words of 
Abraham, “Abide ye here,” he says, “I 
and the lad will go yonder and worship, 
and come again to you.” “We will re- 
turn!” Is it then a lie? Alas! we know 
that this great, believing personality has 
not always been altogether truthful. 
His darkened conscience had not yet 
heard the great voice of Sinai. 

But here in front of his son, whom he 
is about to sacrifice, should he have 
allowed that son to anticipate an out- 
come that he knew to be false? 

Oh, some will say, “Just a charitable 
falsehood, a white lie. The condemned 
should be left in as near ignorance as 
possible of his coming fate. That is 
human.” Yes, certainly it is, but I am 
not convinced. 

Look, then, at the two travelers as- 
cending the mountain path. The aged 
man is thoughtful. He walks bent down. 
It is clear that he bears another burden 
along with that of his years. He marches 
toward the goal as innumerable other 
witnesses of the God whose ways are 
incomprehensible, whose plans are hid- 
den. Abraham was the first. Behind 
him we see a multitude. This place 
suffices to confirm the greatness of his 
name. Nevertheless Abraham, from the 
depths of his believing soul, reveals to 
us even loftier heights. 

The lad cries, “Behold the fire and the 
wood, but where is the lamb for the 
burnt-offering?” 

“My son, God will provide himself a 
lamb,” replies Abraham, 

Was it another falsehood, another cov- 
ering of falsehood with charity? Was it 
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using God to disguise any astonishing 
affirmation? In other words, was it a 
blasphemy? No, certainly not. Who 
does not understand that here we hear 
the cry of faith, which, in the night, 
dares to affirm the reality of light? It 
is hope affirming against all hope; as- 
surance that defies all the contradiction 
of facts; a glimpse of God, who always 
has in reserve a solution when all hu- 
man solutions are exhausted. And this, 
too, is why he said, “I and the lad will 

.. come again.” God will provide his 
victory, will be there at the end of the 
drama that is being played. 

Abraham said it and all the heirs of 
the promise have said it after him. There 
are no exceptions. For all the night, 
but for all the light; reason conquered, 
but heart kept true; apparent defeat, but 
victory glimpsed. What dolIsay? Night 
and light walking together as two trav- 
elers on Moriah, marching to death and 
to triumph, to despair and to victorious 
hope. That is the fate of the believer, 
that is ours. We taste the antinomy at 
each step—lost and saved, sinner and 
pardoned, dead but always risen, vowed 
to hell but with heaven developing in 
our soul, The Church also knows this 
mysterious balance. It is unable to get 
out of its dead-ends, nevertheless its 
deliverance is near. The Great Tribula- 
tion is at hand; we experience its first 
approaches. But it is also the hour of 
Rapture and of triumph. Persecution 
is everywhere beginning. The Church 
weeps in Russia, in Germany, in Spain. 
It also proclaims, “God will provide.” 
It says, “I, too, from century to century, 
ascend Moriah. I await the place of sac- 
rifice. But the arm of the Eternal is my 
help.” 

The word of the Most High is, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy might.” It is impossible to 
do without a Moriah. There is one for 
the heart, one for the soul, one for one’s 
thought Perhaps you have resisted the 
consecration of your thought. 

But do not deceive yourselves regard- 
ing the meaning of the victory of Abra- 
ham. Remember well the words of God, 
“Seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, 
thine only son.” “Because thou hast 
done this, because thou hast obeyed my 
voice thou hast conquered.” 

But I cannot get away from the 
thought that the patriarch did not reach 
the end of sacrifice. God did not allow 
it. It was not given to a man, however 
great, to sacrifice his own son. This act 
God reserved for Himself. Moriah, let 
us not forget, was the precise place of 
Golgotha. And there where the divine 
arm held back that of the human father, 
God Himself consented to His own total 
despoiling. ' 

I see now behind all these multitudes, 
called of God on the path of free con- 
straint, the only begotten Son of God

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


HILE the great question, “Why 

V V do the righteous suffer?” is 

taken up and dealt with in a 
marvelous way in the Book of Job, 
nevertheless the outstanding theme of 
this portion of Scripture is that of re- 
pentance. Here God takes up, not the 
worst, but the best man He could find 
on earth and shows us how this good 
man was brought to the recognition of 
the sinfulness of his nature despite the 
outward perfection of his behavior, so 
that he «cried, “I abhor myself, and re- 
pent in dust and ashes” (chap. 42:6). 
The lesson for us is plain: if so excel- 
lent a man needed to repent, then surely 
none can fail to realize that God is right- 
eous when He commands all men every- 
where to repent (Acts 17:30) and to 
come to the knowledge of the truth (1 
Tim. 2:4). No one who knows God 
aright will ever be complacent about his 
own righteousness, however blameless 
his life may be. 

Unless this book is viewed as a whole, 
one is not likely to get a clear under- 
standing of the trial of Job. In chapters 
1 and 2 Job was tested by Satan, though 
by divine permission, in order to dem- 
onstrate that he loved God for Himself 
alone and not simply for His gifts so 
lavishly bestowed upon him. In chap- 
ters 3 to 31 Job is tested by the false 
accusations of his friends, against whose 
charges he justifies himself even though 
this might seem to condemn God by 
charging Him with unrighteousness. In 
chapters 32 to 41 God speaks first 
through Elihu and then directly, show- 
ing Job how insignificant man is in the 
light of God’s infinite greatness and holi- 


ness. The result, as seen in chapter 42, 
is that Job bows in repentance before 
God, acknowledging the corruption of 
his heart. 


The Historical Setting 


The historicity of the Book of Job is 
attested by the fact that Job is referred 
to, by the Prophet Ezekiel many cen- 
turies after, as a real personality, not 
a mere idealized conception of a good 
man (Ezek. 14:14), and by the Apostle 
James later on (Jas, 5:11). He was evi- 
dently of Edomite ancestry, living in 
post-patriarchal days before the people 
of Israel were settled in the land of 
Canaan, 


Verse by Verse 


Job 2:1—“The sons of God came to 
present themselves before the Lord, and 
Satan came also.” The former chapter 
tells of the first attempt of Satan to ac- 
cuse Job by intimating that he loved 
God only for what he received from 
Him. The Lord permitted Satan to deal 
with Job in such a way as to cause the 
loss of property and children; yet Job 
sinned not nor accused God foolishly. 
Now Satan comes again to demand a 
harder test. The sons of God are an 
order of angels, to which Satan himself 
had at one time belonged, in all like- 
lihood. 


Verse 2.—“From whence comest thou?” 
This was God’s question to the Adver- 
sary. He replied, “From going to and 
fro in the earth and walking up and 
down in it.” This is in accord with what 
Peter tells us in the New Testament re- 
garding the Devil (1 Pet. 5:8). 


Verse 3.—“Hast thou considered my 
servant Job, ... a perfect and an up- 
right man... ?” .Thus God again called 
upon Satan to acknowledge Job’s integ- 
rity and piety. 


Verse 4.—‘Skin for skin, yea, all that 
a man hath will he give for his life.” 
Remember, it was Satan who said this. 
He meant that even Job was more con- 
cerned about his own security than the 
honor and glory of God. The test proved 
he was wrong. 


Verse 5.—“Touch his bone and his 
flesh, and he will curse [or renounce] 
thee to thy face.” This was the Devil’s 
declaration concerning Job. He could 
not conceive of one who loved God un- 
selfishly and who could trust Him even 
when he could not understand His deal- 
ings with him, 


Verse 6.—“Behold, he is in thine hand; 
but save his life.’ God gave Satan per- 
mission to make the test, but the Ad- 
versary could not go beyond the divine 
permission. Job’s life was not to be 
taken. He was to be tried as by fire 
and from the trial blessing would ccme 
that Job could not have known other- 
wise, 


Chap. 42:1.—“Job answered the Lord.” 
The Lord had been speaking to Job, re- 
minding him of man’s ignorance and 
lack of understanding, and of God’s in- 
finite wisdom and care for His creatures. 
Now Job’s mind is cleared of the fog 
of perplexity that had enveloped it and 
he addresses the Lord in a subdued and 
penitent spirit, ashamed to think he had 
ever doubted God’s concern for him. 


Verse 2.—“I know that thou canst do 
every thing.” It is a confirming of the 
divine omnipotence. He adds, “No 
thought can be withhoiden from thee”: 
the recognition of the divine om- 
niscience. 


Verse 3.—“I uttered that I understood 
not.” In response to God’s challenge 
(in chap. 38:2) he acknowledges that he 
had, in his deep grief end bewilder- 
ment, spoken unadvisedly. 
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Verse 4.—“I will demand of thee, and 
declare thou unto me.” Job was ready 
now to be taught of God and to put aside 
mere human reasoning. 


Verse 5.—“‘Now mine eye seeth thee.” 
Job had known of God for years. Now 
he knew God Himself in a new way. 


Verse 6.—“Wherefore I abhor myself, 
and repent in dust and ashes.” Thus the 
“end of the Lord” had been reached 
(Jas. 5:11). Job, the best of men, had 
learned through painful experience and 
divine revelation that his heart was like 
that of all other men, and he needed 
to humble himself in repentance under 
the mighty hand of God. 

Verse 10a.—“The Lord turned the cap- 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for his 
friends.” He who had been so grievously 
misunderstood and falsely accused by 
his bewildered friends bore no resent- 
ment, but now, in a chastened spirit, he 
interceded for these friends. In response, 
God made up to him for the losses he 
had suffered. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Though God’s ways with His people 
are often perplexing and baffling to hu- 
man reason, we may be assured that He 


‘will justify Himself at last. If we never 


understand the reasons for many of His 
dealings with us here on earth, all will 
be clear when we stand eventually in 
His presence, in the full blaze of resurrec- 
tion glory. Till then faith can afford 
to wait, knowing that infinite wisdom 
cannot err, and that all the sufferings 
of this present life will be repaid abun- 
dantly with bliss eternal. This was Job’s 
confidence even when his distress was so 
great and he could not comprehend why 
he was subjected to such painful experi- 
ences when he was sure that he had not 
gone into sin, but maintained a good 
conscience toward both God and man.

ing to explain God’s ways from any 
merely natural standpoint, Jehovah put 
before the patriarch many questions that 
were unanswerable so far as man was 
concerned, but all designed to show how 
superior was the divine wisdom to the 
reasonings of men. The result was that 
Job acknowledged with shame the folly 
of misjudging the Lord and attributing 
injustice to Him. 

When God seems indifferent, He is 
often most concerned. We may imagine 
that He does not care, when He permits 
us to pass through affliction, grief, and 
sorrow. Our prayers may seem to be 
unheard. The Heavens appear to be 
brass above us. But all the time He is 
looking down upon us in sympathy and 
compassion and is preparing to work out 
our deliverance in such a way as to mag- 
nify His grace and glorify His name. He 
is actively engaged on our behalf even 
when we, as yet, fail to realize it. What 
is needed is that we learn not only to 
wait on Him in faith, but to wait for 
Him in patience. 


Summaries and Applications 


The character of Job is a testimony 
to the power of God to enable one who 
trusts Him to live on the highest plane 
of morality and piety in the midst of 
conditions that distress and bewilder.

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dust in every snowflake, so is there sin 
in every human heart, 

The chastening of the Lord, which

her why she suffered, but he could point 
her on to a time when the mystery 
would be explained, and she would be 
satisfied, and this gave her comfort. 

Life often faces us with riddles like 
that. Job’s friends thought he suffered - 
so greatly because of some sin. But 
they were wrong. Job was not being 
punished. He was being tested. He 
knew that, but could not tell why he 
was being tested. He believed, how- 
ever, that the testing would end at last, 
and said, ‘When he hath tried me, I shall 
come forth as gold.” And so he did. 
The testing fires showed him to be pure 
gold, not counterfeit stuff. 

When I am in some trouble that I can 
see no good reason for God to permit, 
I am helped by some words-of our Lord 
to Peter. “What I do thou knowest not 
now; but thou shalt know hereafter.” 
Job did not know God’s purpose in let- 
ting him be so greatly tried. Neither did 
Joseph in his troubles. But both trusted 
God where they could not trace His 
ways nor see His purpose, and both 
found a satisfying answer and a blessed 
reward later on. When trouble comes 
to you for which there seems to be no 
explanation, make the Lord’s word to 
Peter your own, “What I do thou know- 
est not now, but thou shalt know here- 
after.” Then, like Job, just trust God 
in the dark, and wait for His bright 
“hereafter.” It will surely come,

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“There was a man in the land of Uz, 
whose name was Job” (Job 1:1la).—Be- 
cause the Book of Job is a profound 
piece of poetry, cast in an appealing 
dramatic form, that does not in the least 
imply that it is fiction. In addition to 
the God-breathed words: “There was a 
man ... whose name was Job,” the 
Prophet Ezekiel twice mentions him 
along with Noah and Daniel (Ezek. 14: 
14, 20). James also mentions him (Jas. 
5:11). And the Apostle Paul quotes the 
book authoritatively (1 Cor. 3:19). 

The following are some appreciations 
of the Book, which we deem worthy of 
passing on: 

“The wisdom of the Book of Job origi- 
nates from Paradise” (Delitzsch). 

“The pencil of the Holy Ghost hath 
labored more in describing the afflic- 
tions of Job than the felicities of Solo- 
mon” (Bacon). 

“It rises like a pyramid in the history 
of literature without a predecessor and 
without a rival” (Philip Schaff). 

“The author grappled with the moral 
difficulties of his own time like a giant, 
and left upon record some lessons con- 
cerning suffering and its significance, 
which neither the world nor the Church 
has fuliy learned yet” (W. T. Davidson), 
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“Nowhere in the whole course of hu- 
man literature, sacred or profane, shall 
we find the inexorable problems of life’s 
painful riddles more keenly realized, 
more urgently pressed home, more 
freshly pictured, and, last but not least, 
more tenderly listened to by a divine 
Teacher” (G. G. Bradley). 

The land of Uz is linked with Edom in 
Lamentations 4:21. “In this fact lies a 
literary miracle; that a book whose hero 
is revealed as a ‘perfect’ man and yet 
belongs to the worst hated race (see 
Obadiah, Psa, 137, and many other pas- 
sages) should find its way into the canon 
of the Old Testament and keep that 
place throughout the centuries is only 
another witness to the pressure of the 
inspiring Spirit upon the proudest and 
most rigid race known to history” (H. 
St. John). 


“Job . . . was perfect and upright, 
and ... feared God, and eschewed evil” 
(v. 1).—The term “perfect” means prop- 
erly “complete.” It does not imply that 
Job was sinless, for “all have sinned” 
(Rom, 3:23); and “there is not a just 
man upon earth, that doeth good, and 
sinneth not” (Eccles. 7:20). Humanly 
speaking, Job’s character was complete 
and rounded out. He was not lopsided, 
but well balanced, He was upright in 
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connection with his fellow men. There 
was nothing “under the counter” with 
Job. He would scorn to take advantage 
of a man. 

He “feared God,” that is, he honored 
God. He brought God into his thoughts, 
actions, and speech—into his home, 
business, and social life. He was a re- 
generated man, for he was able to 
speak of “my redeemer” (19:25). He 
eschewed, or turned away, or revolted 
against, evil. One boy I read of defined 
gossip as “chewing evil.” Job eschewed 
or hated evil and would have nothing 
to do with it. 


“Again there was a day when the sons 
of God came to present themselves be- 
fore the Lord, and Satan came also” 
(Job 2:1).—Consider what had happened 
to Job, whom we might call the Sheik 
of Uz, up to this time before we give 
consideration to the “Again” of our 
verse! Satan, whose only motive seems 
to be selfishness, had accused Job of the 
motive of selfishness in his godliness; 
and had said he would curse God to His 
face were his prosperity to change to 
poverty. 

The Lord accepted the challenge and 
permitted Satan to strip Job of his pos- 
sessions and family. It is interesting 
to notice that the first of Satan’s four 
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“Satan answered Jehovah, and said,Skin forskin, 
yea, all that. a man hath will he give for his life. 
.. But put forth thy hand now, and touch his bone 
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blows against Job fell on the oxen and 
asses, the beasts of labor—the chief 
source of wealth; the second on the 
sheep — the source of food and apparel; 
the third on the camels — the source of 
transportation to gain commercial 
wealth; the fourth upon the sons and 
daughters — the objects of love and af- 
fection. 


In his destitution, Job did not curse 
God, but said, “The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” 


Then followed this second heavenly 
scene. Satan should have confessed to 
God that he had maligned God and slan- 
dered Job, but he did neither. As the 
accuser, he returned to accuse! 


“But put forth thine hand now, and 
touch his bone and his flesh, and he will 
curse thee to thy face” (v. 5).—Satan’s 
thought was that Job’s health was so 
precious to him that if it were taken 
from him, Job would cease being godly 
and would become so wicked as to curse 
God to His face. He was given permis- 
sion to afflict Job “within an inch of his 
life,” as the saying is. He smote him 
“with sore boils from the sole of his 
foot unto his crown.” Job, sitting among 
ashes, scraping his boils with a piece 
of pottery was such a pitiable sight that 
even his wife advised him to “curse 
[renounce] God, and die”; but Job stood 
the test. God had triumphed over Satan, 
and from this point on we read no more 
of Satan in the Book of Job. 


I have a friend who is so physically 
afflicted that the doctor said to him, “If 
I find another thing wrong with you, I 
shall be tempted to label you ‘Exhibit 
A in Human Affliction’!” My friend 
said, “Let’s sing the doxology!” What 
a testimony it would be if all believers 
would see the hand of the Lord in their 
afflictions and sing the songs which He 
gives in the night! 


“And the Lord turned the captivity 
of Job... also... gave Job twice as 
much as he had before” (Job 42:10).— 
Job had learned his lesson — abhorred 
himself, and gained a more intimate 
knowledge of God — and God abundantly 
blessed him with recovery and restora- 
tion of health, wealth, family, and honor. 
When a sinner abhors himself and re- 
pents and places faith in the crucified 
and risen Saviour today, he is blessed 
with every spiritual blessing in the 
heavenlies in Christ (Eph. 1:3).

AY, fellows, Paul in his second let- 

ter to Timothy gives us the key to 
this brief study of the character of Job 
and the lesson we may get from his 
life, with the New Testament flavor. 
“Thou therefore, my son, be strong in 
the grace that is in Christ Jesus... . 
Thou therefore endure hardness, as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ” (2 Tim. 
2:1, 3). Paul knew what it takes to 
be a good soldier. Now turn to 2 Cor- 
inthians 11:23-33. Read every word of 
it, and you will be ready to nominate 
Paul as the “Job of the New Testament.” 
Then get a mind picture of Job. Job 
1:1 introduces him as a “man [who] 
was perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God, and eschewed evil.” Per- 
fect: “The word implies whole-hearted- 
ness for God, single-mindedness, sin- 
cerity — not sinless perfection” (Dr. Sco- 
field). He had a fine family— seven 
sons and three daughters, grown up and 
doubtless established in homes of their 
own; lovely in their affection for each 
other, celebrating their birthdays by 
having a feast together. 


Job was a very wealthy man. It is - 


rare to see a rich man absolutely loyal 
to God; there is something about great 
wealth that causes its possessor to grow 
careless of God—even alienated. We 
do know of some wealthy people today 
who are true and loyal — and humble — 
and we thank the Lord for them! Job 
was that kind, and God allowed. Satan 
to put him to the severest tests in his 
power. 


All of a sudden one day Job hears 
from various parts of his estate, four 
pieces of bad news, one hard upon an- 
other. The first messenger tells him the 
Sabeans have raided his fields, where 
the oxen were plowing and have taken 
away his 500 yoke of oxen and 500 she 
asses and killed the servants in charge 
of them. The second messenger reports 
that lightning struck and killed his 7,000 
sheep, along with all the shepherds. The 
third messenger hurries in to say that 
three bands of Chaldeans had descended 
upon his 3,000 camels and taken them 
away, after slaying their keepers with 
the sword. Then cores the fourth mes- 
senger with the most distressing news 
of all: a cyclone had struck the house 
of his oldest son, whose birthday was 
being celebrated by all the sisters and 
brothers, and all were destroyed. And 
here is the amazing thing, because it is 
so rare: the record is that when the 
fourth messenger had finished his tragic 
story, “Then Job arose, and rent his 
mantle, and shaved his head, and fell 
down upon the ground, and worshiped! 
{Italics and exclamation point mine.] 
And said, Naked came I out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall I re- 
turn thither: the Lord gave, and ‘the Lord 
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hath taken away; blessed be the name 
of the Lord. In all this Job sinned not, 
nor charged God foolishly” (Job 1:20- 
22). 

But this was by no means the end 
of it. Satan told the Lord, in substance, 
“O yes, Job can stand the loss of prop- 
erty and his children, but ‘all that a 
man hath will he give for his life. But 
put forth thine hand now, and touch 
his bone and his flesh, and he will curse 
thee to thy face.’” So the Lord gave 
Satan permission and he “smote Job with 
sore boils from the sole of his foot unto 
his crown. And he took him a potsherd 
to scrape himself withal; and he sat 
down among the ashes.” Then, to make 
matters still worse, if possible, Job’s wife 
upbraided him, saying, “Dost thou still 
retain thine integrity? curse God, and 
die.” It would seem that a man might 
have the sympathy of his wife in such 
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a plight, but even that was denied him. 
Yet he said to her: “Thou speakest as one 
of the foolish women speaketh. What? 
shall we receive good at the hand of 
God, and shall we not receive evil? In 
all this did not Job sin with his lips.” 
Fellows, one cannot better point the 
moral of this story than to recite simply 
its startling details, and they are already 
presented in matchless style in the Book 
of Job, regarded by many as one of the 
world’s greatest pieces of literature. 
Read its grand climax in the closing 
verses of the 42nd chapter. God openly 
vindicated Job; He not only restored to 
him all his losses of property, but gave 
him back double the number of oxen, 
asses, sheep, and camels; gave him again 
seven sons and three daughters; and four 
times in the Book God speaks of him 
as “my servant Job.” What higher 
honor could anyone have than that?

THE PROBLEMS OF SUFFERING 


HERE are many problems in this 

world for which no solution can be 
found apart from the Word of God. The 
Bible sheds light on every problem that 
concerns our lives. This is another 
proof that it is God-breathed. 

One problem that is hard to under- 
stand is, “Why do good people suffer?” 
This is the central problem of the Book 
of Job. 

In the Hebrew language Job is a dra- 
matic poem. When it was translated, 
some of the poetic form was. lost, but 
it is still part of the holy Scriptures, 
and the story is exactly the same as in 
the original. 

Now let us read chapter 1:1-5. Who 
can give us a synopsis of the story so 
far? (Job was a good man living in 
the land of Uz. He had seven sons and 
three daughters and a great many cat- 
tle, sheep, and camels. He was the 
greatest of all the men of the East, and 
he was continually pffering sacrifices and 
prayers to God. 
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The next seven verses bring Satan 
into the picture and give us more light 
on his activities. Read verses 6 and 7. 
Now before we go on, let us turn to 
Revelation 12:9, 10. These verses let 
us know for what purpose Satan pre- 
sented himself before the Lord. Can 
you picture the scene? Satan came and 
stood with the angels of God. The angels 
were standing before God awaiting His 
commands. Satan came to talk against 
the Lord’s people. I believe he told all 
the bad things about them that he could 
between verses 7 and 8. Now let us 
read verses 8 to 12. Satan could not 
find anything against Job. (Oh, that 
we were as godly as he!) However, 
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Satan did not say, “Yes, Job is a fine 
man. I have nothing to tell against him.” 
No, the Devil does not admire anyone 
but himself. The answer he made to 
God amounts to this, “Well, Job knows 
on which side his bread is buttered. 
But if you took away his many bless- 
ings, he would curse instead of praying.” 
(Before we go on, let us stop and rejoice 
over verse 10. See how completely God 
is able to protect us from Satan !) 

Then God gave Satan permission to 
take away everything Job had, but he 
was not allowed to touch Job himself, 
When we get to the end we will see 
why God allowed Satan to hurt Job. 
Now let us finish the story and see how 
meanly Satan took advantage of this 
permission. He sent one loss after an- 
other. Before Job had time to get his 
breath after hearing one misfortune, an- 
other messenger came in with worse 
news. By the end of the chapter Job 
had lost everything. A disaster had over- 
taken every herd of animals he owned 
and most dreadful of all the house had 
fallen in on his children and killed them 
all, What did Job do in the face of all 
this? He worshiped God instead of curs- 
ing. The Devil was wrong. Read chap- 
ter 2. Did Satan admit he was wrong? 
Next time you hate to own that you are 
wrong, just remember that the Devil is 
like that, too. He said in effect, “Well, 
Job did not care very much about his 
children and his property, and You 
wouldn’t let me hurt him. If he had 
really gotten hurt himself, he would 
have cursed.” Then God gave Satan 
permission to make Job suffer, but He 
would not let the Devil take his life. 
(Are you not glad that Satan cannot do 
one thing to any of God’s people with- 
out His special permission?) 

So Satan had poor Job covered with 
awful boils all over his body. One boil 
or carbuncle is enough to make a per- 
son sick, and here Job was coveréd with 
them. Did you notice that Satan did not 
have Job’s wife killed when he brought 
all that trouble upon him? See if you 
can guess why the Devil left her (vs. 
9, 10). He did not leave her because 
of kindness, but because he knew her 
influence was against God. Girls, never, 
never be that kind of wife! 

The chapter closes with the arrival of 
Job’s three friends to see him. His case 
was so pitiable that they could not think 
of a single word of comfort for him. 
They just sat on the ground beside him 
for seven days without speaking. If 
they had continued in silence and not 
talked at all, they would have been 
kinder and Job would have felt that 
they were truly sympathetic. But each 
of the three friends made two or three 
speeches trying to explain why Job suf- 
fered so much. They told him that the 
fact that he was suffering proved that 
he had been doing wrong. They did not 
know a single sin that Job had commit- 
ted, but they were sure that he had 
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secretly been doing every sort of evil. 
They even listed sins which they said 
he had been doing and which were en- 
tirely false. Job denied every charge, 
and complained of his misery, but he 
never cursed God. He even said, 
“Though he slay me, yet will I trust in 
him” (Job 13:15). Satan cannot under- 
stand love, and so he was mistaken about 
Job. But he did not go back and ac- 
knowledge it, not he. He just disap- 
peared from the scene, 

At last Job’s friends were silenced, 
and Job had finished his eighth speech 
when another man appeared on the 
scene. He rebuked Job because Job had 
been justifying himself rather than God. 
Job did not answer this man. The cli- 
max of the Book is reached when 
God Himself spoke to Job. Chapters 
38 to 41 are questions God asked Job 
and things He told him about the crea- 
tion and the wonders of the universe. 

Next let us read chapter 42:1-6 and 
see how this contact with the Lord Him- 
self affected Job. When he learned 
something of the greatness and goodness 
of God, he realized his own sinfulness 
as never before. This new vision of 
God brought Job to His feet in repent- 
ance, 

Now let us finish the Book, and see 
how God brought everything out for the 
blessing of Job. Job’s friends found out 
that he was better than they. They 
were forgiven because Job prayed for 
them. In the end, Job was happier and 
far more blessed than he was before his 
troubles. God allowed Satan to bring 
trouble to Job so that Job might get to 
know the Lord better than before, and 
so that God could bless him more richly 
than He could have if Job had not 
passed through so much, 

There is another reason for suffering 
that we who are Christians need to 
know about. Turn to Hebrews 12:5-11. 
The Lord Jesus died for our sins so that 
we need not be punished for them in 
hell as the unsaved will be. But be- 
cause we have been born into the fam- 
ily of God, He is our Father and is train- 
ing us for Heaven. So sometimes when 
a Christian suffers, it is chastening from 
his Heavenly Father. For this reason, 
whenever we are in trouble we should 
ask the Lord, “Is this chastening? Is 
there something I am doing of which 
You do not approve? If there is some- 
thing wrong in my life please help me 
to see it and to make it right?” 

In an earthly home some children are 
punished more than others. Why is this? 
Some children learn faster than others. 
A child who quickly repents does not 
need to be chastened as much as the one 
who goes on determinedly in his own 
way. So I believe if we are eager to 
learn the lessons the Lord has for us, 
we will receive less chastening. 

Now a word of caution. Do not make 
the mistake of Job’s friends and think 
that if some other Christian is suffering 
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he must have been disobedient. The suf- 
fering that came on Job was not chas- 
tening. He was a better man than any 
of his friends, 

But if trouble comes to us, let us find 
out from the Lord if it is chastening 
and at once be “exercised thereby.” If 
it is not, then let us remember Job and 
the blessing God brought him through 
suffering. And let us look up and say, 
“He knoweth the way that I take: when 
he hath tried me, I shall come forth as 
gold” (Job 23:10).

Topic and Scripture: 
When Job Was in Trouble 
(Job 37:14-17) 


HECK on the books of the Bible, 

Refer to the two questions used as 
introduction for the last lesson. What 
five things make for good fortune? Did 
you find that true this past week? Now, 
for the right foot of Solomon’s verse! 
(Prov. 16:20.) Draw a large right foot. 
On the big toe write “Psa, 84:12,” the 
Memory Verse, and opposite it, “Trust 
in the Lord.” 

Job. was a man who had a good name, 
Old and young respected him (Job 29: 
8-11). Even God said, “There is none 
like him in the earth, a perfect and an 
upright man” (1:8). The Devil admitted 
he was a good worker, and so God had 
blessed him (1:10). Sure enough — Job 
had 7,000 sheep, 3,000 camels, 1,000 oxen, 
and 500 donkeys! Others could trust 
him to do what they needed done; as he 
said, “I was eyes to the blind, and feet 
was I to the lame” (29:15). He did not 
lose his temper and say mean things 
even to his enemy; “neither have I suf- 
fered my mouth to sin by wishing a 
curse to his soul” (31:30). Truly, Job 
had a perfect left foot—and a good 
right foot, too. . 

Then one day news flash after news 
flash, of bad fortune, came! Robbers 
drove off all the oxen and donkeys; a 
terrible fire burned up all the sheep; 
enemy armies stole all the camels; and 
last and worst—the house was blown 
down on top of his ten children and 
killed every one. Job might have said: 
“No use to be good and trust God. Look 
at what He’s done to me!” But instead 
(write “Job 1:21” on one of the toes of 
the right foot) he said, “The Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away”; now, 
listen — “blessed be the name of the 
Lord.” (Write on the foot, “He gives 
and takes away.”) In spite of sadness 
and loss, did Job’s trust make him 
happy? Just as Solomon said! 

But wait a bit. Instead of getting 
rich again, things got worse. A painful 
illness made Job sick. How he suffered 
and wished to die! Even his wife sug- 
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gested he might as well give up God 
and kill himself. But listen again. 
(Write “2:10.”) “What? shall we receive 
good at the hand of God, and shall we 
not receive evil?” Job is still walking 
on that right foot, even if he doesn’t get 
paid for being good! (Write, “He sends 
good and evil.”) 

Three friends come to comfort Job— 
so they say. But really they make it 
harder, for they do not understand. They 
say he must have done something wrong 
and so God is against him. But Job 
knows he has always tried to please 
God. He knows he has offered the sac- 
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rifices God required for sin. (Write “13: 
15.”) “Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in him.” (Write “If He kill me.”) 
What trust! But Job is not happy, be- 
cause he is not trusting all the time. 
He has spells when he feels G6éd is un- 
fair. You should hear him grumble and 
fuss then! But that doesn’t help any, 
and he comes to realize the troubles 
must be God’s will. Then, though he 
cannot see why, he knows God has a 
purpose and will work good out of even 
these troubles. (Write “23:10,” read the 
verse, and add, “He knows and cares.” 
Explain the refining of gold.)

E HAVE called today’s Book, “Life 

Problems,” because the Book of 
Job answers so many questions that men 
have asked down through the ages. 
Some of these things are beyond a 
child’s understanding, but he can learn 
a Bood deal from Job. 


Do you know the story of Job? He 
was a very rich man who lived at least 
as long ago as Abraham. He lived east 
of Judea, and south, over toward Baby- 
lon, in the land of Uz. ‘He had great 
herds of animals, which, in that coun- 
try at that time, showed that he was 
a rich man. It was the same as if we 
should say today that a man is very rich 
—he had great orchards or grain farms, 
or herds of purebred stock, or he owns

I think the nicest thing you Primary 
children can learn from Job is that if 
you are God’s children, that is, if you 
believe in the Lord Jesus Christ as your 
own Saviour, the old Devil cannot touch 
you. You are safe in the Lord’s hands. 
The Bible says the Devil goes about as 
a roaring lion, seeking whom he may de- 
stroy, but he cannot harm God’s chil- 
dren. 

When you grow a little older, you will 
find many things in the Book of Job, 
for he tells many wonderful things about 
the heavens and the earth, some things 
learned men are just finding out after 
hundreds of years of study, but God told 
them to Job theusands of years ago, and 
he wrote them in his Book.

There has been corruption 
and abuse of power, but in no such 
measure as found in those governments 
where God is not recognized as above 
human government, and where the in- 
dividual has been denied the right of 
allegiance to God first.

The second great truth in our Scrip- 
ture portions for this week is that of 
the parallel claims of God and organ- 
ized government (Mark 12:17) upon the 
individual. Christians sometimes are 
tempted to minimize the claims of or- 
ganized human government because it is 
faulty or imperfect. Perhaps the Ro- 
man Government of Christ’s day was 
far more corrupt than the one we know, 
yet Christ recognized the claim of that 
government upon the individuals living 
under its dominion. But that recogni- 
tion in no way limited the parallel 
claims of God. Nationalism demands 
complete and blind obedience to the 
state, and denies the right of the indi- 
vidual to put God first or to question 
the state or bring it before the bar of 
God’s justice or to insist that it be ad- 
ministered in accord with God’s right- 
eous laws and principles. Nationalism 
demands the right to trample upon the 
individual, upon truth, amd upon right- 
eousness, if it deems this expedient for 
the best interests of the state.

America, in spite of the terrible ex- 
ample she has had recently of the evils 
of nationalism is in danger of being de- 
ceived by some of its subtle philosophy. 
Germany, the land of the Reformation, 
and once a bulwark of the Bible as God’s 
Word, some years ago became the source 
of the so-called Higher Criticism which 
undermined the faith of the Christian 
church and caused its people to sink 
into a mere form of godliness, denying 
its power. 

In an alarming way the Christian 
church in America has followed the 
path marked out by the church in Ger- 
many. Many of its geminaries are turn- 
ing out preachers and teachers who 
deny, or who are at least uncertain of 
the great fundamentals of the Christian 
faith, As a result many church mem- 
bers know little,of the great truths of 
the faith and care even less about them. 
The authority of God’s Word as a stand- 
ard of Christian living has been under- 
mined, and every man seems to be quite 
content to do whatever seems expedient 
in his own Opinion. In such a state, 
even Christian America is open to de- 
ception by all sorts of human delusions 
and vagaries. Only a revival and a re- 
turn to simple faith in God and in His 
inspired Word can stem the jjde of 
death-dealing Liberalism and rationalism 
into which America is heading. Pray 
for revival.

moving toward the place of sacrifice. 
He, too, is a man. The Father goes 
before Him and it is He who exacts it. 
He knows the price of obedience. He 
has already tasted it, before the Sanhe- 
drin, before Pilate, under the scourges 
of the soldiery. He is advancing toward 
a total offering. He is a man. He falls 
under the Cross. He, too, could say, 
“Here is the wood for the sacrifice, but 
where is the lamb?” If He does not ask 
this, it is because He is the Lamb and 
He knows it. He is just that which the 
goat prefigured in the place of Isaac. We 
live of His sacrifice, but let us not forget 
that we, too, have our Moriahs.. God 
has bound his benediction to them. We 
must die with Him to live with Him, 
and we hail in advance the day of the 
Lord when our sacrifices shall be 
changed at last into unalterable joy.

Ten-year-old 
Janie much preferred to be outdoors, 
roaming over the hills, climbing fences 
and trees, and bringing the cows home 
than to be the little lady her mother 
wished her to be. Her daddy’s gréatest 
desire for her was that she should grow 
up to be a good Christian girl. Janie, 
her brother Chuck, and her little girl 
friend Ula, who lived in the near-by 
city, spent many happy hours on the 
farm with the birds and other creatures 
of God’s handiwork. It was Pat, the 
new hired boy, who was the source of 
trouble and heartache. But it was be- 
cause of Pat that God was able to en- 
rich and deepen the spiritual life of 
Janie, who found that she was unable 
to conquer her own tempestuous heart 
without the help of her Heavenly Father. 


Banners of Blood. By J. H. Hunter. 
(Zondervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, 
Mich., $3.) A vivid page from contem- 
poraneous history is this gripping story 
of modern happenings in the land of 
Palestine. It is also a charming romance 
between a lovely English girl, Diane 
Crawford, visiting with friends amid the 
stormy scenes during the last days of the 
British regime there, and Colonel Harry 
Alderson, Chief of the Palestine Police 
Force, a man of rare gifts, training, and 
accomplishments. Through the scenes, 
from England to the mysterious, rose- 
red city of Petra, moves the sinister 
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shadow of Bar Abbas Breaslau, apostate 
Jew, worshiper of Baal and Ashtaroth. 
There are startling glimpses of the work- 
ings of terrorists in the Holy Land, and 
the attempts of the British to quell the 
violence. Interesting and revealing con- 
versations throw light on the problems 
of the Land today. Fascinating as a 
piece of fiction, the book also presents 
an earnest and serious study of the Bib- 
lical prophecies concerning the Jews 
and their land. A clear, sound, evangel- 
ical Christian note is also found through- 
out the story. 

The British viewpoint is maintained 
throughout, as in the description of the 
scene in the military cemetery where 
crosses “mark the place where sleep the 
brave who died for that which others 
pray for—the peace of Jerusalem.” A 
welcome touch of lightness and humor 
is lent to the pages by the valor and 
escapades of Manny Shertog, clever and 
amusing little Jew who often talks of 
his “Joisey City.” Modern Jews are shown 
at their worst and their best, both as to 
their present character and their even- 
tual destiny. There is breath-taking ac- 
tion and mystery and intrigue, revealing 
the depths to which their unbelief has 
or may lead God’s ancient people, be- 
fore they return to the God of their 
fathers.

Bob cherished the 
memories of those days with his pet, 
and although there were new friends 
and new interests in the city, he never 
forgot his Fire Eye. Then one day, after 
two years, he saw a thin, tired horse 
hitched to a farm wagon. It did not 
look like a dray horse, and sure enough, 
when he investigated, he found that it 
was Fire Eye. Something had to be 
done, and done quickly, and Bod did it. 
Not only was Fire Eye restored to his 
lovely farm, but Bob and his parents 
also found it possible to go back to their 
former home, and there Bob had the joy 
of caring for and training his pet. For 
every page of reading matter there is 
a full-page, colored picture illustrating 
the story, and the book, which measures 
8x10 inches, is well bound in attractive 
board covers. 


The Travels and Adventures of St. 
Paul. By Howard Palmer Young. (W. A, 
Wilde Co., Boston 16; $2.50.) Using the 
facts of Scripture as a foundation, and 
intertwining a logical and thrillingly in- 
teresting network of fiction, Mr. Young 
has written a biography of one of the 
most outstanding characters of Bible 
history — Paul, the great apostle to the 
Gentiles. Paul’s early life at home with 
his mother, father, and sister; his inti- 
mate relationship with the celebrated 
Gamaliel as he studied under him in 
Jerusalem; the lasting impression made 
on him when he saw and overheard the 
Boy Jesus discussing spiritual matters 
with the doctors in the Temple; his own 
account, as he related it to Ananias, of 
what happened to him on the road to 
Damascus — these and many other events 
in the apostle’s life are given in such 
a way that the reader is convinced that 
they may well have happened just as 
they are related. If this biography is 
read with the Book of Acts at hand, a 
richer, more intimate fellowship with 
Paul will be experienced. Young people 
will greatly benefit by reading such a 
novel. One could wish, however, that 
the author had been a little more em- 
phatic on the divine inspiration of Luke’s 
and Paul’s writings and. on the miracu- 
lous. The book has 246 pages, eight 
illustrations, and is cloth bound. It 
would make an attractive and acceptable 
gift for young or old. 


Preaching Animals (Objectograph No. 
2). By Babette Kaltenbach. (Wm. B. 
Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, 
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Mich., paper, $1.) Since Christ used ani- 
mals in teaching people, Miss Kalten- 
bach thinks it well to follow His exam- 
ple. And her six animal story-talks 
will be the more remembered since each 
is accompanied by amusing pictures, 
already colored and backed for flannel- 
board use. First, there is Frisky the 
Lamb, who ran away one dark night, 
Then the Serpent comes crawling in 
to bite disobedient Martha. Next, the 
Horse, Mule, Ass, and Camel take their 
places, each teaching his own special 
lesson. Naughty Foxes who must be 
hunted out and killed, come slinking 
into a story that belongs only to them. 
And Snuggle-Up, the deer, joins the 
other animals in a mad scramble for 
something they all want very much. 
The book. closes with an interesting 
poem that combines the animal names 
with a nugget of truth in the story of 
each. In the back is pasted a stout en- 
velope ready to receive the cut-outs. 


Come Play With Us. By Bess Howell 
Carlile. Illustrations by Nell Reppy. 
(Rand McNally & Co., Chicago 5; $2.) 
Parents will find here dozens of simple, 
practical ideas for amusing small boys 
and girls from ages three to seven, and, 
at the same time, will come to enjoy 
their children even more through shar- 
ing in their games and play. Susan and 
Billy tell in easy, childlike words about 
the “see-saw” game, the “tippy-toe” 
game, Daddy’s birthday party, and about 
other things they like to do. “Come 
Play With Us” includes simple melodies 
about the child’s activities. The book 
measures 8%x10% inches, and the text, 
gayly-colored pictures, and the music 
are woven together in a way that is as 
original as it is delightful. 


The Golden Whip. By Abe Brouwer. 
Translated from the Frisian by Albert 
Hyma. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $2.50.) Thousands of 
copies of this story have been sold in 
the Dutch and Norwegian translations, 
and it is now rendered into English by 
a cousin of the author. It is a power- 
fully written tale of a strong, proud, 
passionate, and self-willed man, and the 
varied experiences through which he 
passed in life’s discipline. Douwe Ates 
Wallinga devotedly loved his beautiful 
young wife Liesbeth, but his love for 
horses and racing caused him, for a time, 
almost to forget her, and tragedy fol- 
lowed. 

The whole setting of the story is in 
a foreign land, but this land is made 
very real and vivid as the reader passes 
through. Two farmers, or boers they 
were called, owning great estates side 
by side, were bitter enemies until they 
settled their differences in one great 
fight to the finish. All might have gone 
well, had not Douwe, after the birth of 
his son, suddenly been overcome by his 
old passion for racing. He followed his 
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passion again until he had won the 
coveted prize, the golden whip. But he 
came back to a wrecked estate and 
almost a wrecked home. Still another 
lesson needed to be learned, when he 


_tried to prevent his only son from 


marrying the daughter of one of his 
laborers. Through all the strange scenes 
there runs a thread of - evangelical 
truth. 


Stories of Jesus for Boys and Girls. 
By Ethel M. Phillips. (The Warner Press, 
Anderson, Ind., $1.50.) A delightful little 
book is this volume for boys and girls, 
telling of many incidents in the life of 
the Lord Jesus. Each story fills one 
large full page, and on the facing page 
is a beautiful picture in colors and un- 
derneath is a notation telling where in 
the Bible the story is to be found. There 
is legitimate use of imagination, and 
words are simplified for the child’s un- 
derstanding, but no undue liberties are 
taken with the Bible text or facts. The 
telling is sweet, simple, reverent, yet 
fresh and attractive,
